Britain’s Lack 
Of Cigarettes 


Much of Britain's stock of | 
tubacco—three times as large 
as in 1944--was brought from 
America under Land-Leuse on 
the understanding it would be 
used only for the manufacture 
of clgarettes for the Forces, 

A Board of Trade official said 
that the leaf could not be used 
to relieve the present cigarette 
shortage. It would all have to 
be amoked by the troops. 

Throughout the war Britain 
has paid cash for Virginian los 
bacco required for civillan sup- 
plies of cigarettes, 

Board of Trade figures show 
that to-day o third more ciga- 
rettes are being smoked than 
before the war and one-third 
more than in 1988, but how 
much is on Lend-Lease the 
Board cannot state,

They 
failed to find Chapman, but escap- 
ed to Sumatra unly to find that 
tho last evgauation Ble had loft. 

In a small native sailing tet 
they mnde the — thounand-mile 
crossing of the Indlan Ocgan to 
Ceylon. Despite their narrow o8- 
cupes and many hardshfps they 
pleaded to be allowed to go bac 
ngain to continue thejy lone hand 
in the Jungle battle. 

From Indla Captain Davis was 
landed with ao small party of 
Chinese Malayann from oa Dutc 
submarine on the west coast of 
Malaya. They had to row tho 
lagt alx miles through florce tides 
but they landed unseen and carried 
their bonts and stores into the 
jungle.

Passcd from house to hoblse by 
members of the Malayan people's 
anti-Japanese army they learned 
that Chapman after all these 
years of silence waa still alive. 

Davis waa still managing to ret 
mensages back to the submarine 
off-shore by sending a runner with 
bits of paper hidden in toothpaste 
tubes. But at last the Japancse 
broke the Mnk and he was cut off 
in the jungle. 

A party of British officers under 
Major Paddy Martin, peaca-time 
Johore planter, went through the 
Japanese, minefields an the east 
const and with a portablo radio 
established contact once again. 

Then in December last yoar 
came the final daring. episode in 
this jungle Maquia atory. 

A small party of Malayana led 
by a British steer, Liout,-Celonel 
Peter Dobree, of Guernacy, dropp- 
ed by parachute in North Malaya. 

They took with them o ‘radio 
and emergency rations and carricd 
out thi” amazing feat in broad 
daylight deep in enemy territory. 

For threo weeks there was 
silence for those waiting anxiously 
in Ceylon.
